Advancing beyond this Side of the Quadrangle, 
we, walk between two Rows of Pavillions and 
| Alebdes ; the Former being adorn'd with Pictures, 
_ defign'd by the Artiſt above hinted at. From 
this End of the Alley in queſtion, (looking up 
the Garden) we perceive two Viſtos, parallel wit 
the grand one at our Entrance, and running the 
whole Length of the Gardens. The firſt Viſto is 
formed of very tall Trees, arch'd over, and ter- 
minated by a Gothic Obeliſe.— To change our 
Situation for a Moment: A Spectator, who, in 
the Night, ſhould ſtand at that Obeliſt, and look 
down the Garden, would perceive at the Extre- 


mity of this View, a glimmering Light, (that 


in the oppolite Alcove) which might image to him 
an Ancboret's Cave; for inſtance, that. of the 
imaginary Robinſon Cruſoe. INT 
To return to our former Place.— This Alley is 
exceedingly agreeable, eſpecially in ſultry Wea- 
ther; and is ſtyled by ſome, the Druids ; and, by 
Others, the Lover's Walk. *Tis delightful, as we 
ſtray up and down this Viſto in a fine Night, to 
gaze at the diſtant Lamps, and liſten to the 
Muſic.

Adjoining to, and parallel with the Druids or 


Lover s Walk, is another of equal Length, and 


form'd of as lofty Trees, but open at Top 
which diverſifies the Scene very agreeably. 
Returning to the Corner or Angle of this Side 
of the Square, and directing our Eyes up the 
Garden, we ſpy the ſecond Side of the Quadrangle, 
form'd partly of Pavillions beautified with Pic- 


tures. . Here we ſee a Viſto, of the ſame Length, 


and running parallel with the Druid's Walk. 
This Viſto is alſo compos'd of very lofty Trees; 
and greatly embelliſh*d by means of three ſplendid 
triumphal Arches, defign'd by an ingenious I 
lian; but the Figures were drawn, as well as 
coloured, by another able Hand. Theſe Arches 
are ſo finely deſign'd and painted, and the Per- 
ſpective is ſo happy, that the whole has the Ap- 
pearance of a noble Edifice. On each Side of the 
and Arches, (conſiſting of Columns, and a 
ouble Pediment enrich'd with Baſſo Relievos, 
Figures, 8c.) is a leſs Arch, heightned by a 
Baluſtrade, and other Ornaments. The three 
Axches form the like Number of Viſtos, at the 
Extremity whereof a grand Piece of Architecture 
is painted, repreſenting the Temple of Næptane; 
with his (ſuppos'd) Statue, ſtanding on its Pede- 
ſtal, and Tritons underneath. Four other Deities, 
large as the Life, are there painted; with the 

ſame Number of Genii or Boys, expreſſive of the 
four Seaſons. - The ſeveral Figures, Baſſo Re- 
| lievos, and other pictured Ornaments, have a 
1 5 . beautiful 
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beautiful Effect, and ſometimes deceive the Eye 
very agreeably. 
Turning about, and looking down the Curd, 
we ſpy a little Semi- circle of Pavilions, in an 
elegant Gothic Style, if this Expreſſion may be 
allow'd me. At each Foot of this Semi-Circle, 
ſtands a lofty Gothic Tent, each having a fine 
Glaſs Chandelier, the Lamps in which are of a 
very peculiar frame, as are thoſe in the grand 
Tent, built in the Grove, &c. In the Center of 
this Semi-Circle is a Pavillion, with a Portico” 
before it; and over the Pavillion,” a kind of 
Gothic Tower, with a Turret at Top. Here a 
Glaſs Moon was to have been ſeen; but its Light 
vas found too dazzling for the Eye. Thoſe Who 
ſurvey'd the Alley, the Grove, &c. thro*-this 
Glaſs, ſaw a lovely Repreſentation of them in 
Miniature. As the painted triumphal Arrbes 
before mentioned are in the Grecian Style, and 
theſe Pavillions in the Gothic, they form a very

dens, and terminated by the Statue of Aurora; 
we ſhall come to the grand Semi- circle of Pavil- 
lions, (where the Sun, Moon and Stars, are

Theſe Pavillions are in a noble Style of Gothic | 
Architecture, as was obſerv'd. Almoſt at each 
Foot, and in the upper Part of this Semi- circle 
are three large Pavillions, called Temples.— To 
ſpeak firſt of theſe. Their Cielings are ſet off 
with Rays, and ſeparated (above) by painted 


Arches. The Front of each Pavillion is a Gothic 


Arcade, embelliſhed with Rays, and a kind of Term.

lions throughout, is a Colonnade 500 Feet in
